CHAPTER XV,

AN ACT T0 AMEND TITLE FIVE OF CHAPTER THIRTY-FOUR
OF THE GENERAL BTATUTES.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesola:

Seorion 1. Section ninety-four of title five of chupter
thirty-four of the general statutes, is hereby amended so
as to read as follows :

Sec. 94. The chairman and secretary of such meeting

acknowledgment of deeds, and they shall cause said cer-
tificate so acknowledged to be recorded in the register’s
office of the county in which the meeting was held.

Sro. 2. Section one hundred and three of said title is
hereby amended 8o as to read as follows :

Sec. 103. The anpual election for trustees, to supply
the place of those whose term of office expires, shall be yi e by ™
holden on the day mentioned in the certificate of incor- whea
poration, and at such hour and place as the trustees
direct. The trustees chosen at any election after the first
shall hold their office for three years, and until others are
chosen Lo succeed them ; such election shall be by ballot,
and every person who is the proprietor of a lot in the
cemetery of the association, or if there is more than one
proprietor of any such lot, then such one of the proprie-
tors a3 a majority of the joint propriotors shall designate
to represent such lot, or any person who is named as an
associate in said certificate, as said certificate shall pro-
vide, may vote at such election, and the persons receiving
the highest number of votes given at such election shail
be declared elected trustees.

SEo. 3. Section one hundred and four (104) of said
{itle is hereby amended so as to read as follows:

Sec. 104. Ia all elections after the first, the trustees
ghall be chosen from among the associates named in said ¥homay betrus
certificate of incorporation, or in case said certificate pro- des.
vides for an election by the owners of lots in said ceme-
tery, then from among the proprietors of lots in such
cemetery ; and the said trustees shall have the power to
fill any vacapcy in their number occurring during the
term of office for which any trustee was elected. Public
notice of every annual election shall be given in such
manuer as the by-laws of the association preseribe.
